atoms, provided that the total number of heter^atoms in the 
ring is 4 or less, which aromatic ring may be optionally 
substituted with one, two or three subst^uents, and which 
aromatic ring may be fused to a benzene ring or a pyridyl ring 
to form a bicyclic ring which may be optionally suk^stit^ted. --
